FRENCH EXPLAIN 
REVERSES AT SOISSONS. 


Paris, January 14.—The following 
official communication was issued at 
the war office tonight: 

“Last night our troops were success- 
ful in a. sudden attack with the object 
of overwhelming the trenches recently 
constructed by the Germans to the 
northeast of Fouquescourt, north of 
Roye (department of the Somme.) 

“The attacks of the enemy in 
region to the north of Soissons 
been stopped. 

“As has been gaid in 
tion of this morning, 
the river Aisne, which destroyed sev- 
eral of our bridges, had rendered very 
precarious the communications of our 
troops operating on the first slopes of 
the right bank. We were thus pre- 
vented from sending them reinforce- 
ments. This has been the essential 
cause of the withdrawal of those troops 
which were fighting under difficult con- 
ditions. 

“We were, obliged to abandon several 
cannon as the result of the breaking 
down of a bridge. We have rendered 
all of them unfit for use.

When the task of making up the 
1915 sheet was started, Graham West, 
chief clerk in the comptroller’s office 
presented a tentative sheet which 
showed that the city had only $4,705,- 
127.35 to spend for all purposes. 

At 10:30 at night the committee had 
spent $4,790,062.63, and the school and 
water departments are yet to be heard 
from. 


Demands of Schools, 

Two big items which will be 4de- 
manded by the schools are $125,000 for 
new sghools, and 
ast vear’s salary 
teachers’ payrolls. 

The water department will demand 
$200,000 for new pumps for water sta- 
tions and other increases for maltintain- 
ing the efficiency of the department 
and keeping up with the progress of 
the city. 

One of the big factors 
up the expenses of the city 
for the year, aside from the salary 
creases demanded by the heads of many 
of the departments, is the demand of | 
citizens for additional money to carry 
to completion work which was started 
last vear and in years previous. 

For completing work the finance 
committee was forced to provide in 
this vear’s sheet for the following: 

Forsyth street, $12,000; West Peach- 
tree, $6,000; South Pryor, $11,605; Mitch- 
ell, $12,500: Griffin street, $1,500. 

The above projects are in the course 
of construction, the city paying part 
of the expense, the property owners 
and county commissioners paying the 
balance. 

$200,000 for New Projects. 

It igs estimated that the city will be 
called on to spend at least $200,000 
for new projects. Whitehall street 
citizens want sufficient money to con- 
tinue the tmprovement of that street 
from Garnett to the junction of For- 
syth and Whitehall. Spring street

King Victor Emmanuel is at Avez- 
zano and 30,000 soldiers have been dis- 
patched to various centers where the 
force of.the disturbance was greatest. 

Volunteers worked heroically all 
day, endeavoring to extricate wounded 
or rescue the bodies of the dead from 
the ruins. King Viétor Emmanuel 
himself directed the work at Avezzano. 
where the piteous appeals of persons 
caught beneath wreckage 
plainly heard. 


MANY HUNDREDS 
BURIED ALIVE. 


It is estimated that in Avezzano 4.6000 
persons are buried alive, some of them 
school children in an institution which 
collapsed. 

Only four soldiers of the garrison 
of 400 in Avezzano escaped when the 
barracks fell.

DAMAGE AT NAPLES 
ONLY SLIGHT. 


Naples felt the shock severely, but 
suffered only slight damage. Sulmona 
and Aquila, in the province of Abruzzi 
and other towns in that region report 
much damage and some loss of life. 

No one was killed in Rome, but there 
is considerable material damage. Sev- 
eral historical structures were dam- 
aged, but it is hoped not irredeemably 
so. About 100 persons were killed in 
towns near Rome, according to reports.

Warned State Department. 
Pulliam further testified that he had 
warned Assistant Secretary of State 
Osborne in July, 1913, “under no cir- 
cumstances to have anything to do 
with the Banco Nacional crowd,” and 
had explained the character of the in- 
stitution to him and that it was seek- 
ing to exploit Dominican finances. He 
said he had set forth in detail the 
bank’s activities in a letter to General 
Frank McIntyre, head of the bureau of 
insular affairs in the war department. 

“Tl was surprised and incensed,” he 
said, “that such a coterie got to 
Bryan's ears. I was sorry to see the 
receivership of customs made the sub- 
ject of political exploitation. I recall- 
ed the instructions Secretary Root 
gave me when he said these funds 
should be administered as a sacred 
trust. For eight years’ the receiver- 
Ship had been operated without 
trouble and the difficulties that later 
arose were unquestionably caused by 
Sullivan’s transferring the funds to 
the Banco Nacional. That was what 
they wanted. They had no funds. 
They wanted to establish credit for 
themselves. The bank was a joke.” 

Pulliam said he had no doubt that 
the Jarvis interests were responsible 
for his removal. It developed, Aac- 
cording to the testimony, that the 
customs funds eventually were trans- 
ferred to the Michelena bank, the 
Original depositary, an institution 
supposed to represent the National 
City bank, of New York, and in this 
connection Pulliam said that on July 
16 last, in ‘company with Senator 
Chamberlain, of Oregon, he saw 
Secretary Bryan in Washington. 

What Bryan Told Senator.

“This it what Mr. Bryan told 
senator,” testified the witness: “‘My 
objection to Pulliam is that he was 
entirely too friendly with Michelena.’

They had repre- 
sented that the National City bank 
was seeking to exploit the island, he 
said, but, as far as he knew, the New 
York institution had no other interest 
in Santo Domingo.

HOUSTON OPTIMISTIC 
ABOUT AGRICULTURE 


Secretary Strongly Urges Ru- 
ral Credits Legislation—Fu- 
ture Bright for Farmers. 


Topeka, Kan., January 14.—Secretary 
Houston, of the department of agri- 
culture, took an optimistic view of the 
future of American agriculture in an 
address here today before the 
board of agriculture, in which 
strongly urged early enactment of rural 
credits legislation. 

“More helpful agencies are operating 
on rural life today,” declared Secretary 
Houston, “than ever before in the his- 
tory of the nation. The American 
farmer need not fear the competition 
of the world. He will inevitably con- 
trol the home market, except for things 
which cannot be produced here, and 
will be called upon increasingly to sup- 
ply the demands of foreign nations.” 


Rural Credits Legislation. 
_ Declaring that he strongly favored 
Doth federal and rural] credits legisla- 
tion, Secretary Houston said: 
; “lL favor a federal land mortgage 
vansking syS8tem for long time loans on 
the amortization principle operating 
through private funds, and I favor leg- 
islation, especially by the states, 


e0nal co-operative credit unions. 


“I do not favor intervention by the 


federal government or the state to the| 


extent of voting money out of the 
treasury or of using the credit of state 


or federal governments to support either | 
system, which would mean, in effect, to'| 


take money contributed by all the peo- 
ple to lend to a particular class of the 
people, This nation runs counter to 
our fundamental governmental 
ples. Such aid or subsidy is neither nec- 
essary nor desirable.”’ 

Pointing out that there had been too 
much misconception of the meaning of 


rural credits and of results abroad. Sec-} 


retary Houston said that many misin- 
formed persons believed it was proposed 
to give farmers federal money at lower 
rates than economic conditions could 
possibly justify, and even without se- 
curity. He characterized as fallacious 
the notion in the minds of many that 
rural credits {s synonymous with gov- 
ernmental financial aid. He added that 
there was no foundation for the as- 
sumption that co-operation abroad re- 
sults in credit extended upon character 
alone and at rates far below that pre- 
vailing in financtal circles. 


Loans on Farm Mortgace. 


Secretary Houston sald that notwith- 
standing the wide prevalence of special] 
rural financial establishments abroad. 
the great mass of farm loans were 
made by private institutions, adding 
that in this country, no matter what 
federal or state rural credits legislation 
was had, much of the lending on farm 
securities would be done by private es- 
tablishments. The department had as- 
certained after investigation, he said. 
that $930,000,000 {ts lent on farm mort- 
gages in the United States by banking 
institutions and state and private funds 
that insurance companies had in- 
vested $600,000,000 in farm mortgage 
loans. 

“More would be invested and at more 
favorable rates,” he continued, “if re- 
liable were devisd for in- 
specting and offering rural securities, 
and the business conducted under effi- 
governmental supervision, and 
especially if long time loans on the 
amortization principle were ossible: 
hence the necessity for legislation both 
in the field of land mortgage banking 
and of local co-operative credit untfons

under the supervision of their teachers, who 
can more quickly and more effectively guide 
them in their studies than the average father 
or mother. With the hours as arranged at 
present there is practically no time allowed 
in the daily program for the preparation of 
lessons at school, hence the major portion of 
lesson .preparation be made at home, 
thereby placing an unnecessary burden upon 
the overworked father and mother, and prac- 
tically destroying during the school term 
the home circle so neeessary to the develop- 
ment of proper relations in the family. 

Second, there is an insistent demand for 
the introduction of domestic science, gar- 
dening and shop work in our public school 
course. All these must be iadded if our 
school system is to become as effective ag it 
ought to be, and they cannot be taken care 
of with the time now at our disposal be- 
tween 8:30 and 2 o'clock. 

Digestion Impaired. 

Third, the physical development of chil- 
dren is being handicapped and their diges- 
tion impaired by the disregard of proper 
meal hours, which has been forced in order 
to accommodate the hours of school. From 
7:30 to 2:30 o’clock is too long a time for 
children to go without proper nutrition; and 
from 2:30 o'clock, the lunch hour, to 6:30 
o'clock, the ordinary dinner hour, is too 
short a time. These hours for meals not 
only disarrange households and interfere with 
proper nutrition for children, but also affect 
all the members of the family whose sched- 
ule in most must be arranged to meet 
the convenience of the school hours. 

Fourth, the plants, which 
sent a very large outlay of money. 
the present arrangement of the school 
and school hours, are not in use 
one-third of the time. This is 
nesslike waste. 

Fifth, one of the chief benefits that ought 
to be conferred by anv rightly conducted 
school system is that of instilling itito the 
character of boys and girls an appreciation 
of the importance of_time, as well as the 
right use of time. The schools certainly 
ought also to teach that to live to the high- 
est purpose requires’ serious preparation, 
and the establishment early in life of habits 
of industry. Our present school schedule of 
five days in the week, with onlv about four 
hours and a half of actual workine time 
each day, lays direct emphasis on the pleas- 
urable, rather than the dutiful, aspects of 
living.

conserved. Under. our present plan a great 
deal of our ethical traitning is being dissi- 
pated between the hours of 2 and 6 o'clock 
in the afternoon on the streets, back alleys 
and vacant lots, where hundreds upon hun- 
dreds of our children indiscriminately con- 
gregate for play and amusement with no 
supervision whatever. There can be no ques- 
tion that the effect of this is bad, especially 
since it more vitally touches in most cases 
those who stand in greatest need of, what the 
department of education can do in the matter 
of ethical training, and since it is also true 
that a large portion of this time can be prof- 
itably and pleasantly used in acquiring right 
education. 

If the reasons for the conservation of 
health and physical development, and the 
convenience to home and the development of 
home life did not exist in support of this 
proposed change, this last reason would be 
sufficient of itself to influence my support 
of the proposition to put more hours into 
our school work and to make the largest 
possible use of the school grounds as com- 
munity centers. 

It is, perhaps, unnecessary to state thae 
in connection with this plan, ample time for 
outdoor recreation and physical exercise will 
be provided in the daily schedule, in addi- 
tion to the recess of one hour at noon that 
will be given at 12:30 o’clock for the mid- 
day meal. 

About the Teachers. 

I could multiply reasons almost without 
limit having important bearing upon this, 
as you rightly say, fundamental question. 

J could point to a number of cities in this 
country and in Europe whose schools are con- 
ducted on the plan of two sessions a day, 
and I may say schools, too, that are re- 
garded as leaders in the matter of progres- 
sive education. I prefer, however, to base 
my reasons on what is good for our own 
community and our own children without 
reference to what may be the practice in 
any other city. 

As I stated to the finance committee on 
yesterday, as I may have the light to see it 
and the courage to stand for it, it will be my 
purpose as long as 1 am a member of the 
city board of education to support to the 
limit of my ability every proposition thag 
will contribute to the better training of the 
children of this city. if we achieve what 
we ought in the matter of public @ducation 
we must eliminate questions of personal con- 
venience and matters of tradition wherever 
and whenever they conflict with the highest 
and best interests of our children 

[t was suggested in your news story that 
many of our teachers would oppose this 
change. I cannot believe this statement ig 
just to our teachers, for I am firmly con- 
vinced that a very large proportion of our 
teachers have the true teacher spirit, and 
the true teacher spirit gives very little con- 
sideration to personal convenience or personal 
ease, but welcomes every opport inity for 
sacrifice in order that fullest possible 
equipment for living shall be brought to the 
child: I am inclined to the opinion, there- 
fore, that when this suggested change ig 
brought up for consideration an overwhelm- 
ing majority of our teachers will not con- 
sider anything except what is best for the 
children. 

In conclusion, let me say that there is not 
now even before the board of education a 
proposition to effect this change. It will 
probably not be definitely considered and 
finally passed upon before a year or two 
yet, as the board has many important re- 
forms already under way that sheuld and 
will be firmly established before this ques- 
tion is brought forward for action. It is 
well enough, however, that our people should 
begin to think along lines of greater effi- 
ciency in our public school work, and that 
the public mind should be dirtcted definitely 
to the one controlling factor in public edu- 
cation—that of the right training of the chil- 
dren of the masses. | would not have dis- 
cussed this question before the finance com- 
mittee on yesterday except ae the chairman 
requested an expression of my opinion on 
the subject.

He was admitted to the bar 
when a young man, but afterwards 
went to farming.
